GM-B. Labelle 
The houserules will be sent after reception of gamefees and before 
the start of the .^arae* PiSLLUCIDAR houserules will stem from those 
used in EREHWON and XEN0G0GIC Note please that there will be a 
house-rule which will cover the ownership of the game. This 
problem stems from the RISER YARA fiasco (Beshara-PeeryK and from 
the recent XEN0G0G1C fiasco ( Peery-Koll) .
